Truck, Bus Collide ¡n Mourning for HS T

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F O R T SUMNER, N.M. 
(UPI) — A loaded cattle 
truck jackknifed on a narrow 
bridge in a desolate area 
Tuesday night and collided 
with a chartered bus carrying 
35 Texas teen-agers and their 
chaperons to a Baptist church 
r e t r e a t . Nineteen persons 
were killed. 
The collision was so violent 
the bus and truck looked like 
they “just melted together,” 
said Capt. A. C. Jones of the 
New Mexico 
State 
Police. 
There was no fire. 
Nearly all the seats in the 
bus wrere ripped loose and 
thrown forward, and the body 
of the bus was separated 


from the frame. 
‘There were four or five 
people up on the road,’* said 
Harvey Stidham of the Gold 
Star Ambulance Co. of nearby 
Clovis, who arrived after po­ 
lice pulled the dead and in­ 
jured from the bus. “We went 
down in the ditch and found 
some more. There were 14 to 
20 people lying down there.” 
The bus was the second of 
two heading from Austin to a 
t h r e e-day retreat in the 
mountainous ski country. The 
first bus crossed the bridge 
seconds before the crash in­ 
volving a cattle truck driven 
by Ervy Wilmeth of Wilmeth 
Cattle Co. in Clovis. About 


half of the 40 cattle on the 
truck were killed in the colli­ 
sion or injured so badly they 
were shot. 
“There are 16 bodies in the 
mortuary here,” said de Baca 
County Coroner Dr. Roland 
Crane. 
As many as 22 persons 
were reported killed by vari­ 
ous sources, including the 
New Mexico 
State 
Police. 
However, that figure was not 
confirmed by other officials. 
Another 15 were reported in­ 
jured. 
“ft was a headon crash,” 
said ambulance driver Glen 
Russ of Fort Sumner. “The

No Comment From Survivors 
Charges of Cannibalism

allegations today that 16 per­

Arson Probed in Fire 
At State Guard HQ 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (UPI) 
— T h e California 
National 
Guard commander says arson 
is being investigated as a pos­ 
sible cause of a spectacular 
fire that destroyed the state 
military unit’s headquarters. 
The blaze also caused “ex­ 
tensive” damage to the $10 
million headquarters building 
of the Department of Motor 
Vehicles, which housed the 
guard and the state Military 
Department on its fifth floor. 
The Military Department is­ 
sued a statement Tuesday un­ 
der the name of Maj. Gen. 
Glenn C. Ames, guard com­ 
mander, in which he noted 
the national guard for several 
years “has lived continuously 
in an atmosphere of threat to 
its armories and other instal­ 
lations. 
The statement said Ames 
“does not rule out the possi­ 
bility of the headquarters fire 
bting the result of an overt 
act.” A spokesman told news­ 
men there was “no conclusive 
proof’’ arson or sabotage was 


the cause. 
State and local fire inves­ 
tigators said they had not de­ 
termined the cause of the 
fire, which broke out in the 
guard 
headquarters 
shortly 
before midnight Monday. But 
they included arson as a pos­ 
sible cause. 
Ames said personnel and in­ 
stallation records and emer­ 
gency plans were lost in the 
fire. However, he reported 
the headquarters had been 
relocated to a temporary site 
and was “fully operational” 
in case of civil or military 
emergency. 
It took 150 firemen 10 hours 
to control the flames, which 
spread from the fifth to the 
sixth, or top. floor of the nine- 
year-old building. The state 
fire marshal reported “exten­ 
sive” damage to every floor, 
much of it due to water. 
There were no injuries, but 
two building engineers and a 
firemen were hospitalized for 
treatment of smoke inhala­ 
tion.

Other parents wept when 
they heard the reports. 
Survivors refused earlier to 
discuss how they lived since 
the plane carried only enough 
food for the survivors for four 
days at most. “It was a

said. “That is all 1 will say.” 
But Guillermo Silva, chief 
of the Andean rescue squad, 
said a three-man patrol from 
h i s 
organization 
found 
“chopped-up pieces of human 
remains” at the crash site. 
Silva said the patrol found 
the remains during the 48 
hours it stayed with the survi­ 
vors to supervise the rescue 
and said a complete report 
was handed over to Chilean 
and Argentine authorities. 
Rescuers went to the site 
after two survivors reached 
civilization last Friday and 
led rescuers back to help 
their colleagues. 
La Segunda said the rescue 
squad report included the fol­ 
lowing: 
“In order to survive...the 
i n j u r e d men aboard the 
Uruguayan airplane had to 
eat the flesh of their compa­ 
nions.” 
It said only six bodies were 
found intact by rescuers. It 
also said rescuers found hu­ 
man remains hanging from 
the outside of the fuselage 
and piles of bones inside the 
wreckage. 
It said a medical student, 
using razor blades he guarded 
in a box, cut up and rationed 
out parts of the bodies.

U.S. Command Lays 
Out Bombing Facts 


SAIGON (UPI) -M ore than 
1,000 U.S. jet fighter-bombers 
and 147 waves of B52 bom­ 
bers struck North Vietnam in 
the heaviest raids of the Indo­ 
china war between Dec. 18 
and Christmas Day, the U.S. 
Command said today. Com­ 
munist reports from Hanoi 
said the bombs cut a swath 
through Hanoi and that tens 
of thousands of refugees were 
fleeing the city. 
In the first detailed report 
of the air war that resumed 
Dec. 18 on orders from Presi­ 
dent Nixon, 
the Command 
said B52 raids struck at least 
14 times within 10 miles of 
Hanoi, and some hit within a 
mile of the city’s center. It 
w a s 
estimated 
the 
B52s 
dropped up to 13,230 tons of 
bombs and the 1,000 fighter- 
bombers about 6,000 tons. 
The Command reported the 


loss of another B52 today 
—the 12th officially reported 
lost. Another seven fighter- 
bombers were lost, bringing 
to 58 the number of Ameri­ 
cans reported missing.

said 
eight more B52s were shot 
down, bringing to 61 the num­ 
ber claimed by Hanoi. Hanoi 
also reported at least 100 
Americans captured. 
Reports from 
Communist 
and neutral news agencies 
based in the North Vietna­ 
mese capital spoke of wides­ 
pread devastation in bomb 
strikes in and around Hanoi 
Tuesday night and today. One 
report said U.S. warplanes 
blasted Hanoi’s international

The United Press Inter- 
n a t i o n a l Christmas count 
showed 562 persons died io 
traffic accidents, 53 in fires, 9 
in plane mishaps and 34 in 
other accidents, for a total o! 
688 accidental deaths between 
6 p.m. local time Friday and 
midnight Monday. 
In tfee 78-hour period, Cali­ 
fornia counted 46 traffic fata­ 
lities, Texas 42 and Pennsyl- 
v a n i a 34.

w h i l e Red Cross squads 
searched out and burned on 
site the scattered bodies of 
the other unknown dead to­ 
day. 
The government 
reversed 
policy and began feeding the 
living in what was left of the 
other parts of downtown Ma­ 
nagua in an effort to stem wi­ 
despread looting. Troops as­ 
signed to guard the city have 
abandoned their effort to con­ 
trol it. 
A government 
spokesman 
said at least 3,000 persons pe­ 
rished in the earthquake last 
Saturday, but said a final offi­ 
cial death toll was impossible 
because of the number of 
bodies burned in the ruins of 
Managua. 
Some experts said the final 
toll might reach 6,000. 
An eight-by-forty block dis­ 
trict was declared a “con­ 
taminated area“ Tuesday. Of- 
ticials prepared to follow the 
demolition job by spreading 
lime thoughout the area to 
lessen the danger of disease 
from decomposing bodies. 
The army began setting up 
19 distribution stations today 
to distribute five-pound pack­ 
ages of rice, beans, sugar, 
powdered milk and clean wa-

LOS ANGELES (UPI) -A 
complex series of suits con­ 
cerning the county’s devel­ 
opment bonanza —its coast­ 
line —inched towards resolu­ 
tion Tuesday when a Superior 
Court judge held that parts of 
Proposition 20 were not effec­ 
tive until Febj 1.

against Great Lakes Prop­ 
erties Inc. charging the devel-

Major emergency relief pro­ 
jects for quake-stricken Ma­ 
nagua. Nicaragua, appeared 
disorganized 
and 
uncoordi­ 
nated today. 
Thousands of people were 
killed, injured or left home­ 
less when a series of quakes 
hit tha capital city last Satur­ 
day. 
Ona relief group asked for 
contributions of money only. 
Another asked for food. There 
was an urgent call for blood. 
Airlines said more people are 
going to Nicaragua than leav­ 
ing it. One spokesman com­ 
plained of generosity. 
The Nicaraguan Consul in 
Miami called for 20.000 pints 
of whole blood. Luis de Bayle, 
who supervised the relief pro­ 
gram, said blood was tha 
item most needed. 
“The need for blood is ur­ 
gent and Miami is one of the 
closest shipping points, so we 
need volunteers as soon as 
possible,” a spokesman for 
the blood banks said. 
“What the Nicaraguans re­ 
alty need at this point is mo­ 
ney," said Jim Kalivas, direc­ 


tor of public relations for the 
Red Cross in Los Angeles. 
“The money can be sent to 
them quickly and the persons 
involved 
in 
disaster 
relief 
over there can then deter­ 
mine what is really needed 
and can buy it from a much 
closer source such as Costa 
Rica." he said. 
“ We have a big problem, 
ironically, with generosity," 
said Phil Gaddis, southeast 
regional public relations di­ 
rector for the Red Cross in 
Atlanta. He said officials had 
not yet determined what spe­ 
cific aid was needed. 
KaliVas said one of the 
problems in the collections of 
food 
and clothing 
in

United States for distribution 
t o N i c a r a g u a is trans­ 
portation. 
Kalivas sakl tha key to 
massive relief operations is 
coordination.

City of 
Presidents 
Is Unaware

WASHINGTON (UPI) - In 
his day, there were news­ 
paper Extras to cry the word 
of a President’s death. Only 
the flags sliding down to half 
staff told people on the street 
Tuesday of Harry Truman’s 
death. 
As it has been for days, the 
city was damp and gray, but 
coming back to life after a 
long, quiet holiday weekend. 
S h o p p e r s with rewrapped 
Christmas packages headed 
purposefully into the depart­ 
ment stores. The workmen 
were back at the giant mach­ 
ines ripping at the downtown 
s t r e e t s Truman loved to 
stroll, building a subway, a 
sign the Southern town he 
first saw 37 years ago had 
reached citydom. 
At the White House, which 
he rebult to the outer walls, 
the chattering tourist families 
shuffled through, ooo-ing at 
the rich red, gold and green 
o f 
Christmas 
decorations, 
craning to find their own 
state’s bulb on the ceiling- 
high tree just off the East 
Room. 
No One Noticed 
There was no sign a former 
tenant 
had 
died. 
No 
one 
paused at Bess Truman’s pla­ 
cid portrait in blue in the en­ 
try of the East Wing. Only a 
few, older folk, stopped to 
gaze at his stiffly formal por­ 
trait in the lobby of the great 
center entrance. 
Outside the fence, “Hus- 
b a n d Liberatioiiist” Harry 
Britton, festooned with sandw­ 
ich signs and hawking his 
mimeographed 
newspaper, 
grinned and posed with de­ 
parting tourists. The White 
House guards hustled them 
along, trying to keep them 
out of the way of the hard- 
hatted carpenters assembling 
the reviewing stands for the 
inauguration next month. The 
sound was of hammers and 
whining power saws. 
Pigeons in the Park 
LaFayette 
Park, 
refur­ 
bished since Truman left, was 
cluttered 
with 
construction 
trailers and piles of raw yel­ 
low lumber. A park regular, 
an old man who wears a mo­ 
torcycle 
helmet 
and 
rum­ 
mages trash baskets for day- 
old newspapers, rested on a 
b e n c h beside the center 
statue of Andrew Jackson, the 
President Harry Truman was 
most like. He sat and nodded, 
watching clouds of pigeons 
scavenging 
for 
seeds 
and 
crumbs. 
Across wide Pennsylvania 
Avenue, Blair House, where 
truman lived while the White 
House was being renovated 
and where assassins tried to 
murder him 22 years ago, a 
rusty chain and padlock bar­ 
red the stairs. Single electric 
candles were in the windows. 
Memorial to Guard 
On the ironwork fence, bla­ 
ckened and eaten by the pol­ 
lution of traffic, a plaque is 
fastened: “ In honor of Leslie 
Coffelt, White House Guard. 
Who Gave His Life in Defense 
of the President of the United 
States here at Blair House, 
Nov. 1, 1950.” In smaller let 
ters: 
“Dedicated 
May 
21, 
1952, by Harry S Truman.” A 
middle-aged couple stopped at

The iimited “tomb damage 
assessment” reported tonight 
by th e C o m m a n d was 
cautious- It did not claim any 
of the facilities bit were desr 
troyed.

Russ. “There were bodies ly­ 
ing around and the inside of 
the bus looked real bad. I just 
wouldn’t want to see anything 
like that again.” 
The Rev. James Abington. 
pastor of Woodlawn Baptist 
Church of Austin, said the 
group was headed for Glo- 
rietta Baptist Retreat in New 
Mexico. 
“They were mostly high 
school youths and

Messages of sympathy and 
sorrow arrived from digna- 
taries and chiefs of state 
around the world as well as 
from the common people Tru­ 
man identified with. 
“The whole town is mourn­ 
ing for the President,” said 
Gerald Gilkey, mayor of La­ 
mar, the rural southwestern 
Missouri town where Truman 
was born. “The old Truman 
house has been closed.” 
Former President Lyndon 
B. Johnson said Truman was 
one of his most respected ad­ 
visors when Johnson was in 
the White House. 
“Harry Truman was my 
friend before he was Presi­ 
dent,” Johnson, 64, said from 
his LBJ 
Ranch in central 
Texas. “I shall miss him in a 
most personal and private 
way, and I shall be grateful 
all my days for the privilege 
of having known so great a 
man.”

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Reagan Signs Three Bills 
’70 Income 
Malpractice Suit Settled For $600,000 
Legislators Barred From Health Plan Dealings Up $515 for 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (UPI) 
—Gov. Ronald Reagan has 
signed an anti-conflict of in­ 
terest bill aimed at prohibit* 
ing lawmakers from having 
any financial involvement in 
prepaid health plans that do 
business with the state. 
The governor also signed 
legislation Tuesday increasing 
state support of foster chil­ 
dren by $7.5 million a year 
and a bill granting women 
prisoners the same right to 
an abortion as other expec­ 
tant mothers. 
The conflict of interest bill, 
carried by Assemblyman Gor­ 
don Duffy, R-Hanford, prohi­ 
bits a legislator or members 
of his family from holding a 
direct or indirect financial 
interest in any firm seeking a 
state MediCal contract for 
p r e p a i d health care pro­ 
grams. 
Originally, the measure es­ 
tablished rules and regula­ 
tions for such plans, which 
now total 22 statewide and 
are worth about $100 million a 
year 
Following Disclosure 
The conflict provision was 
inserted tin the wake of dis­ 
closures by the Los Angeles 
T i m e s concerning several 
lawmakers and their direct or 
i n d i r e c t connections with 
firms seeking Medi-Cal pre­ 
paid health care contracts.

m an W a l t e r Karabian, 
D-Monterey

warned 
that the conflict clause was so 
“loose and broad” that it 
could “virtually cripple” the 
realtively new prepaid health 
care program.

Reagan signed a bill by As­ 
semblywoman Yvonne Brath- 
waite, D-Los Angeles, increas­ 
ing the state’s contribution to 
county programs for care of a 
foster child from $80 to $120 a 
month. 


State Welfare Cases 
Drop, Costs Increase 


LOS ANGELES, Calif. (UPI) 
—The Reagan administration 
has reported California’s wel­ 
fare caseload declined to 2,- 
037,716 persons in November 
for the eighth consecutive 
monthly drop. 
State Welfare Director Rob­ 
ert B. Carleson also said in 
the report Tuesday that wel­ 
fare costs last month were 
$163,734,463, an increase of 
$80,755 over October and a 
jump of $547,408 from Novem­ 
ber, 1971. 
The caseload total for last 
month fell by 6,586, making it 
the 17th caseload decline in 
the last 20 months. The last 
time the welfare caseload in­ 
creased was in March of (his 
year. 


“The continuing decrease in 
the welfare caseload during 
the first five months of the 
fiscal year indicates to me 
that in 1972-73 we may see 
the first year-to-year decline 
in welfare costs in a couple of 
decades,” Carleson said in a 
statement. 
The state welfare program, 
which includes Aid to Fam- 
ies with Dependent Children 
(AFDC) and aid to the blind, 
disabled and aged, showed a 
8,438 caseload decline. 
The county relief program 
increased by 1,852. 
Carleson said the total num­ 
ber of persons receiving state 
welfare cash grants in No­ 
vember was 1,983,725. The

In its annual report, the 
Franchise Tax Board said 
Tuesday that returns filed 
last year an income earned in 
1970 showed the 
adjusted 
gross increased from $61 bil­ 
lion to $63 billion while the to­ 
tal tax assessed increased 
from $1.09 billion to $1.21 bil­ 
lion. 
Basically, adjusted gross in­ 
come is that amount com­ 
puted before certain deduc­ 
tions are made and after oth­ 
ers are figured. 
The board said that while 
the average amount of in­ 
come reported Increased by 
$515 or 4.7 per cent in 1970 
o v e r 1969, the average 
amount of tax increased from 
$225 to $280, or 9.8 per cent 
A board spokesman said the 
steep increase from one year 
to another was explained by 
the fact that in 1969 incdme 
taxpayers were granted a 
one-time 10 per cent credit. 
As usual, Marin county was 
first in both average adjusted 
gross income at $14,054 and at 
tax per return at $431, Contra 
Costa was second in income 
at $13,027 and eighth in taxes 
at $296 while San Mateo was 
third in income at $12,934 and 
second in taxes at $349.

Airline Makes Up for Loss, 


Damage to Cosmetic Case 


On July 17 I took Air California Flight 542 from San Jose to 
Ontario. I chocked my luggage, a pullman case and a cosmet­ 
ic case. When I received my property at Ontario Airport I 
found that the cosmetic case had beer opened, some cosmetics 
spilled and some items were missing. One of the items missing 
was a night splint tor my teeth which cost $110. 
I filed my claim within the required 30 days and sent the 
form to Air California’s general office in Newport Beach. 
I am enclosing the two letters I sent to Air California on Aug. 
12, and Sept. 7. Both letters were sent certified mail with a 
return receipt requested. It is almost December and I have 
had no reply whatsoever. 
I am enclosing the necessary documents and would appre­ 
ciate any help you can give me. — Mrs. W.S., Claremont. 


Soon after we wrote to the airlines you told us that Air 
California contacted you and instructed you to take the cos­ 
metic case along with a statement from your dentist (showing 
the cost of the lost splint) to Ontario Airport. 
Soon after, you received a *120 check from the insurance 
company representing $110 for the lost splint and $10 for the 
.¡pilled toilet articles. 
“Today, Dec. 12, I picked up my cosmetic case at the air­ 
port.” von wrote. “The broken mirror in the case had been 
replaced. 
“The settlement was fair and 1 am satisfied.” 


Our house was robbed in November of a large sum of mo­ 
ney. The Pomona Police Department came and fingerprinted 
the area where the money was taken from. 
Our prints were taken and we are still waiting for the police 
to tell us if the prints they found are ours or someone Oise’s. 
We gave the police the name and address of a person we 
believe committed the robbery, and the police agreed the evi­ 
dence points to this person. Yet they will not pick him up and 
check his prints against the ones they picked up at our home. 
■fhis person has no Job but now has money and has pur­ 
chased new things. The police department left a message at 
his home for him to come to the po'ice station and leave a set 
of prints end naturally he hasn't done this. 
We keep getting the run around and he keeps spending our 
money. 
If H were just a few dollars I wouldn’t complain, but this 
includes check books, savings and loan books, checks made 
out to my husband’s business and a safe with $25,000. This is 
not a «nail matter and any help will be appreciated — Mrs. 
H.H.. Pomona. 


We have discussed this matter at length with Pomona’s cap­ 
tain of derectives, D.K. Mooney. He ha9 assured us that the 
department is doing everything in its power to bring about a 
successful conclusion to this case. 
After discussing this matter we were left with two impres­ 
sions: 
— It is highly unusual for anyone to have $25,0000 in cash, 
and we hope our other readers with stashes of cash will take 
note of this and store their collections in a safer place. 
— It would be presumptuous for anyone to tell a police 
department how to conduct an investigation. We are certain 
that if it had the evidence, it would make an arrest. 


My mother recently moved here from New Jersey. She is 
rid and wanted to spend her remaining years with us in the 
milder weather of California. We ore having some problems 
getting some checks transferred out hero and would like to 
enlist the aid of some elected officials. Can you give me the 
names of tho senators as well as the congressman from her 
district?

made statements naming a 
number of Venceremos mem­ 
bers who helped h in in his 
e cape and identified another 
as the trigger man in the 
slaying of CIM prison guard 
Jesus Sanchez. 
H. Bruce Franklin and sev­ 
eral other leaders of the Ven­ 
ceremos. speaking at their 


headquarters Tuesday, denied 
any connection with the es­ 
cape plot. Bernard Smallwood, 
a member of the Venceremos 
Central 
Committee, 
report­ 
edly told a Palo Alto Times 
reporter that “Beaty is an 
enemy of the people and he 
has every righi to be afraid 
for his life. Every enemy of 
the 
people 
does, 
including 
Richard M. Nixon.” 
Franklin charged that the 
government in seizing l^rge 
caches of arms from '/lace­ 
remos homes and was trying 


to 
“disarm 
the 
poor 
and 
working people ” 
Franklin, an ousted Stan­ 
ford University English pro­ 
fessor. made the charge Tues­ 
day. He said the weapons 
were all held legally. 
“If you 
don’t have 
any 
arms, you don’t have any 
b a s i c 
human 
freedoms,” 
Franklin said, “especially in 
a government like this one.” 
Franklin was accompanied 
by 
Smallwood, 
Bob 
King, 
Katarina 
Davis 
Del Valle, 
and all leaders of the group. 


The 38-year-old ex-professor 
is free on $10,000 bail on 
charges of helping Beaty es­ 
cape from Chino prison. A do­ 
zen persons, including Frank­ 
lin and Beaty, are charged in 
the affair that left a prison 
g u a r d dead and another 
wounded. 
The 
arms 
were 
found at the homes of two 
suspects. 
Franklin said members of 
t h e g r o u p h a v e been 
“framed.” 
Beaty, being held in San 


Bernardino County jail, may 
make a court appearance to­ 
day for confirmation of coun­ 
sel and entry of plea.

sold for 75 cents to cover the 
entire year of 1973 because of 
the few days remaining be­ 
fore the new vear. 
Once the new law goes into 
effect, the fee for registration 
or renewal will become due 
and payable within 60 days 
after purchase or acquisition 
of a bicycle. 
To avoid confuMon over the 
dates, city officials advised 
residents simply to have bic­ 
ycles licensed by Jan. 1. 
If the bicycle is not licensed 
within the required period, a 
50-cent penalty will be im­ 
posed and the bicyclist stands 
a chance of being cited by the 
police department. 
The ordinance requires the 
license to be obtained by any 
city resideni wFho operates a 
bicycle on any public street, 
road, highway or other public 
property within the city. 
Provision also is made un­ 
der the ordinance to allow the 
tire department to designate 
stores that sell bicycles as 
agents for the collection of 
the registration fee and the 
issuance of the license. 
The increase in fees will 
help pay for a city bicycle 
program beiqg set up in con­ 
formance with new state re­ 
gulations. 
A new state law require* 
the State Department of Jus­ 
tice to maintain records on

Airline stewardesses oppressed? Hqrw can it be? 


Airline stewardesses, as we all know, smile un­ 
ceasingly as they prance about scattering good 
deeds hither and yon. No matter what terrible 
things you say to them — even “I think I’m going 
to be sick” — they are cordial and sympathetic. 
And they all have such nice legs. 


But discontent is often lurking on the other side of 
those smiles these days. Stewardesses are tired of 
being pinched by passengers, insulted by authors 
and treated like show dogs by the airliner who em­ 
ploy supervisors to make sure stewardesses wear 
enough eye make-up. 


This has, inevitably, led to the formation of a 
stewardess lights movement. The movement has 
not, up until now, done much good. This is evident 
from National Airlines’ crude and imbecilic “Fly 
Me” advertising campaign and the continuing flow 
of books about the man-in-every-port sex life ste­ 
wardesses lead. 


But there is a militant new addition to the cause 
these days, the Stewardess Anti-Defamation Defense 
League. 


It may offer some hope. .Ioanna Chaplin, a former 
stewardess and the group’s founder, says she wants 
to combat the stereotype of stewardesses as “brain­ 
less, whorish sexpots.” 


Now like Miss America contestants &nd “Playboy 
Playmates,” stewardesses are not entirely innocent 
victims of the institutionalized ogling that some of 
them are beginning to complain about. The real and 
imagined glamor no doubt lures many women into 
the job. 


But stewardesses differ from their les»dressed 
sisters because they have a real non-fantasy function 
to perform. These are, for the most pail, skilled, 
mature people doin? a necessary job under often 
trying conditions, yet they are treated like ersatz 
mistress-mothers. 


The stewardesses’ complaint is. of course, only 
one vivid example of the general complications of 
sex discrimination. Stewardesses are girls, are ob­ 
jects of lust, are on earth f and in the air) for m a n ’s 
gratification. 


But some specitic steps can be taken to liberate 
the stewardesses’ image. Airlines, lor one thing, can 
stop advertising their planes as flying harems, re­ 
membering that women fly, too. (Has anyone won- 
dercd why, now that there are a few' male stewards, 
we don’t see any “I’m Bruno; Fly me” ads?) Publi­ 
shers can show more responsibility’ fry not putting 
out books that promote the nymphomaniac-with- 
wings image. 


Truth Seekers 


When he resigned from his Secretary of Housing 
and Urban Development post, George Romney an­ 
nounced his intention of forming a citizen’s coalition 
of “truth seekers and communicators” with the 
avowed purpose of defining for the voters the “real 
issues” facing the nation. His premise is that candi­ 
dates avoid taking specific positions “fpr fear of 
offending uninformed voters and thus losing votes.” 


Questioned by the press, Romney admitted he felt 
“the issues” were not discussed in the recent Presi­ 
dential campaign, but w’as not quoted as tf) what 
specific issues he meant, nor as to what inspired 
President Nixon’s landslide. 


Certainly there can be no quarrel with a wish for a 
more enlightened electorate. Although the Romney 
citizen program is admittedly weak, if it does even­ 
tually contribute to a more participatory democracy, 
well and good. Reflecting on his own abortive Presi­ 
dential try, Rom ney quoted Walter Lippmann as say­ 
ing thai “politicians can’t afford to be right too 
soon. . 
Mcro importantly, the people,can’t afford 
to be right too late.

WASHINGTON - One of 
the great events of 1972, wtth 
corlsequencea far into the fu­ 
ture, 
was the 
opening 
to 
China. Out of that opening 
benefits are only just begin­ 
ning to flow. Some, such as 
the sale of American planes, 
are obvious. 
With 
a 
con­ 
tinuing exchange we could in 
the long run learn much from 
the practice and philosophy of 
an ancient people. 


The National Institutes of 
Health are about to authorize 
a serious study of the qros 
and «ms of acupuncture, the 
m e d i c a l 
practice 
used 
throughout China for many 
centuries. Those at NIH who 
have taken a preliminary lode 
are convinced that acupun- 
cutre, the use of needles as 
nerve blocks, deserves tho­ 
rough and impartial exam- 
inatin, since it could become 
an asset in the American 
medicine chest. 


As is customary NIH will 
commission outside special­ 
ists to do the research and 
provide the answers. Prop­ 
osals 
now 
being 
reviewed 
have already come from eight 
different groups. Reports to 
NIH tell of sufferers from the 
extreme 
pain of advanced 
arthritis given relief by acu­ 
puncture. 


Visitors to China during the 
new year now ending have 
brought back reports of the 
seemingly miraculous results 
o f 
acupuncture. 
American 
physicians have observed ab­ 
dominal operations in witch 
acupuncturists provided the 
only anaesthetic. The patients 
were not only conscious but 
apparently in good humor, 
joking and laughing with the 
surgeon as the operation pro­ 
ceeded. 


The Chinese are said to be 
concerned lest acupuncutre be 
seized on in this country as a 
fad and exploited with harm 
to all concerned. Acupuncture 
is only one part of the ap­ 
proach to medicine in China. 
Herbs used in accord with 
formulae centuries' old have 
an equally important place. 
The whole is wrapped up in a 
philosophical concept of con­ 
flict between the forces of 
darkness and evil and the for­ 
ces of light and goodness, the 
ymg and the yang. 


In the two most populous 
states, 
California and 
New 
York, acupuncture has stirred 
controversy. 
In New 
York 
City an 
acupuncture 
clinic 
was headed by an internist, a 
licensed M.D.. who turned his 
patients over to four acupunc­ 
turists. The fees were sa*(1 to 
be high. 


The clinic was closed down 
because of New York State’s 
licensing requirements. Many 
letters of protest to the White 
House and NIH followd this 
action. In 'th e city’s China­ 
town the folk practice of acu­ 
puncture has long been win­ 
ked at. inspectors who put on 
old clothes would drop in for 
a treatment to make sure the 
needles were sterile. Only a 
licensed physician may now 
practice acupuncture in the 
state and. since few, if any. 
physicians are trained for a 
procedure more complex than 
» it appears, the treatment is 
all but precluded. As standar­ 
dized following its introduc­ 
tion into Russia from China, 
theje are between 800 and 1,- 
000 points of insertion classi­ 
fied as primary, secondary 
and tertiary. 


California has

treatment.” It may be per­ 
formed under a number of 
conditions, including a medic­ 
al school or a hospital and un­ 
der the supervi.Mcn ot a li­ 
c e n s e d physician. Several 
Oriental practitioners irl U s 
Angeles are said to have had 
near miraculous results with 
arthritis and seemingly incu- 
rab!*» headaches 


Handled in an orderly way 
a n d 
cutting 
through 
the 
jealous prerogatives of the 
medical profession 
iml the 
complexities of state licensing 
laws, this could be a valuable 
addition to American medi­ 
cine. It is but one element of 
the wealth of learning that 
can come from the opening to 
China. 


Despite all the upheavals of 
war and civil war, much of 
the classical past remains.

WASHINGTON - The pa­ 
rade of cheats, crooks, graf­ 
ters and miscreants unveiled 
in this space day after day 
may appear to represent a 
basic sickness in our society. 
The truth about America, 
however, is qdite different. 
No other nation has come to 
close to subjecting ihe gov­ 
ernment to the will of the 
governed. No other people are 
more willing to share their 
biessings with others. 
The 
great 
Capitol 
dome 
here is an inspiring sight in 
the morning light. In the full 
sun, the rays reflect* off the 
dome a gray enamel, project­ 
ing a look of pure whiteness. 
It’s the function of inves­ 
tigative 
reporters 
to 
look 
beneath tho dome and expose 
the patches of gray morality. 
For, Washington’s neoclassic 
temples of government shel­ 
ter all too many rascals. 
Yet the public needs to be 
reminded 
occasionally 
that 
the majority of people in pub­ 
lic life are honest and hon­ 
orable. 
Often, 
they 
make 
great personal sacrifices to 
serve the nation. 
The self-seekers, of course, 
attract more aLTOntjpn than 
the honest, hardworking pub­ 
lic servants. Nor is it always 
easy to divide the good guys 
from the bad guys. The sel­ 
lout one day may be the 
standup the next. For even the 
worst rascals in Washington 
have their moments of rig­ 
hteousness. 
Good Guys 
We 
have 
exposed 
many 
a 
p r a g m a t i c 
politician 
who would make almost any 
compromise to advance his 
career. But there are also 
courageous men in politics, 
like House Majority Leader 
Hale Boggs. D-La., who has 
been missing since mid-Octo­ 
ber on an Alaskan flight, and 
recently declared dead. In the 
early 1930s, he was expected 
to fall in line with other South­ 
erners against voting rights. 
The pressure on him was tre­ 
mendous 
from 
constituents 
who opposed opening the bal­ 
lot in the South to blacks. 
But he stood up on the 
House lloor and declared fir­ 
mly: "I shall support this bill 
because I believe the funda­ 
mental right to vote must be 
part of this gieat experiment 
in 
human 
progress 
under 


freedom, which is America.” 
We have written about con­ 
gressmen who always seem 
to have their palms up. But 
there are honest men in con- 
g r e s s , like’ Senate dean 
George Aiken, R-Vt., who has 
been an elected official since 
1931. Yef the road that* runs 
past the house he has owned 
in Putney, Vt., since the 1920s 
is still unpaved. 
We have criticized candi­ 
dates who try to make up 
their campaign losses after 
the election by peddling their 
political influence.

gresswoman from Brooklyn. 
She gave up her job at a

for Congress and wound up 
her campaign with a $17,000 
debt. Although she'll be with­ 
out income until she is sworn 
in next month, she has re­ 
fused to return to the law 
firm. 
‘‘I’ve exhausted my sav­ 
ings,” she admitted to us, 
"but somehow I’ll make it. I 
don’t feel I should practice 
law now because being a rep­ 
resentative is a full-time job. 
And if you practice, you can 
put yourself in a position of 
conflict of interest:.” 
Careful Congressman 
W e h a v e named con­ 
gressional 
junketeers 
who 
take expensive vacations at 
the taxpayers’ expense. But 
there are also congressmen 
who are careful with the tax- 
p a y e r s ’ 
money. 
Repre­ 
sentative K.

I>Utah, for example, saves 
the taxpayers $1,824 a year 
by passing up the first class 
seat authorized by the gov­ 
ernment and riding in the 
back of the plane with other 
Americans who have to pay 
their own way.

WASHINGTON - No more 
spectacular example of what 
a disunited public opinion can 
do to our nation’s foreign jol- 
icy has been given in recent 
times than in the experience 
the United States is having in 
try ing to make peace in Indo­ 
china. f 
Although the government in 
Washington has expressed a 
desire to assist the various 
countries which have been en­ 
gaged in the war and wants 
to withdraw the remnants of 
the big army that it has had 
in Vietnam now for several 
years, there are no signs of 
cooperation on the part of all 
segments of the American 
people. 
Difficulties have arisen in 
the negotiations undertaken 
by the Nixon Administration 
in its efforts to get an agree­ 
ment 
satisfactory 
to 
both 
North and South Vietnam, but 
inside the United States there 
is a tendency among a large 
number of "anti-war” agita­ 
tors to argue that Indochina 
should be abandoned altoge­ 
ther. and that there should be 
no concern about what hap­ 
pens when the last of the 
American combat servicemen 
are withdrawn and a cease­ 
fire has been declared. 
Our adversaries, of course, 
know this. 
They are con­ 
vinced that, once the United 
States pulls out of Vietnam, it 
will be hard for the govern­ 
ment here to resume Its mi­ 
litary operations, except, of 
course, by giving assistance 
to the South Vietnamese in 
their air warfare. To all in­ 
tents and purposes, the im­ 
pression is being conveyed 
that the American withdrawal 
is one that should be com­ 
pleted and the South Vietna­ 
mese left to themselvfes. 


This is contrary to the as­ 
surances of support which 
have been given for several 
years to the people of South 
Vietnam by the United States. 
B u t 
when 
the 
"antiwar” 
groups stir up demonstrations 
which indicate that they want 
the war ended at almost any 
cost, the Administnation finds 
itself in a perplexing situa­ 
tion. It must either continue 
an expensive war or with­ 
draw in what truly amounts 


to a formula of surrender. 
President Nixon does not 
want to do anything that im­ 
pairs 
the prestige of the 
United States. He feels that 
the aid given to South Viet­ 
nam by this country for sev­ 
eral years now has been ap­ 
preciated in Southeast Asia 
and that it is desirable to con­ 
tinue the war if necessary. He 
b e l i e v e s that no devices 
should be acceped in the form 
of a so-called peace agree­ 
ment which amount really to 
a prelude to the communist 
take-over of South Vietnam. 
Up to now, there have been 
declarations of confidence by 
our military men that South 
Vietnam has competent forces 
to defend itself, and that if 
they had enough supplies they 
could prevent any massive in­ 
vasion from being effective. 
The United States has been 
willing to contribute bombing 
planes and mines to help to 
damage 
communist 
supply 
lines. Altogether there has 
been 
an 
expectation 
that 
South Vietnam could really 
put up a good defense. 
But, in the finaly analysis, 
it would mean a prolongation 
of the war and, with the 
United States virtually de­ 
tached from it, the big ques­ 
tion w'ould be whether Red 
China and the Soviet Union 
would also refrain from giv­ 
ing substantial iqilitary help 
and thus prevent North Viet­ 
nam from winning a total vic­ 
tory. 
Fears have been expressed 
here that the people of this 
country just want the war to 
be ended and don't much care 
what happens to South Viet­ 
nam. Consequently, Because 
of the pressures 
has been 
suggested that any kind of 
settlement would be found ac­ 
ceptable eventually by the 
Washington negotiators. The 
United States would take its 
prisoners home after a cease­ 
fire, but the war would not be 
truly concluded. 
Whenever a nation which 
has been getting military aid 
from the United States can no 
longer expect to be supported 
at a time when its enemies 
are getting more and more 
help from Red China and the 
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Berry’s World

Residents of Jericho House, a halfway retreat for 
men seeking physical and emotional release from 
drugs, often gather together for prayer m eetings 
and song fests. 


CHINO — The residents of 
Jericho House share two com­ 
mon characteristics: each has 
grappled with the misery and 
uncertainty of drugs or al­ 
cohol and each seeks emotion­ 
al and physical release from 
that drug dependency. 
Jericho Outreach, located in 
a house at 5151 F St., offers 
the seldom used tactic of re­ 
ligious conviction and Chris­ 
tian sincerity as a means of 
escape from the cobwebs of 
drug 
addiction. 
The 
male 
dwellers within these walls 
have 
chosen 
the 
difficult 
route of cold turkey and im- 
m e d i a t e withdrawal from 
opium base narcotics. 
When one steps into Jericho 
House there can be no doubt 
that Christianity is central to 
the program of rehabilitation 
here. Posters declare “Christ 
Lives Among Us” and “An 
Atheist Doesn’t Have a Pra­ 
yer.” The words “I am the 
bread of life” appear just be­ 


low a picture of Christ on a 
living room wall. 
Father Francis Frankovich, 
associate pastor of Our Lady 
o f G u a d a l u p e Catholic 
Church, founded the residence 
in April and program that 
serves as a halfway point for 
addicts seeking to overcome 
their 
addiction 
and 
move 
back into the normal channels 
of society. 
The outreach receives no 
state or federal funds and is 
financially operated primarily 
through the contributions and 
d o n a t i o n s of individuals 
throughout 
the 
community 
and by members of Our Lady 
of Guadalupe. Attorney Philip 
Schaefer is establishing the 
guidelines for incorporation of 
Jericho Outreach and, hope­ 
fully, other sources of financ­ 
ing will become available af­ 
ter incorporation. 
The board of directors rep­

The men usually come to 
Jericho through a community 
referral, “a parole officer or 
they hear about us from so­ 
meone else. They call in ask­ 
ing for help. We’ll pick them 
up if they have no means of 
getting here,” the director 
said. “A large part of our 
program is religious. Finding 
a way out of drugs through 
Christ.” 
The house serves as a con­ 
tact center in the commu­ 
nity’s drug prevention em­ 
phasis and its volunteers ami 
staff work daily with the ad­ 
dicts’ families in the “Christ-*, 
centered” rehabilitation pro­ 
cess. 
Although most of the ad­ 
dicts have traveled the route 
of barbiturates before they be­ 
gin to shoot up heroin, Je­ 
richo does not deal with bar­ 
biturate addicts. The mam 
thrust is directed toward he­ 
roin addicts and alcoholics. 
“Cold turkey,” 
the most 
painful method of drug with­ 
drawal, is looked upon real­ 
istically by the dwellers here. 
No one doubts what is to 
come and the presence of oth­ 
ers lends some support. How­ 
ever, as Carmen Larrinaga, 
the director’s wife, pointed 
out. it’s mainly “just them 
and the Lord.” 
Anita Cabrera, a volunteer 
for the program, said that 
“every one gets together to 
help the addicts through cold 
turkey.” She added that pra­ 
yer 
and 
the 
presence 
of 
people who care are reassur­ 
ing to the man who expe­ 
riences the agony of with­ 
drawal. 
There is a 30 day minimum 
stay at Jericho and unwritten 
regulations are adhered to 
while any person seeking help 
remains there.

-A 
government psychologist said 
today there is evidence sug­ 
gesting some criminal ten­ 
dencies may be inherited but 
that most crime is the result 
of environmental influences. 
Dr. David Rosenthal, chief 
psychologist for the National 
Institute of Mental. Health, 
also said there are studies 
which indicate that in some 
cases the type of crime, may 
be influenced by heriditary 
factors. 
He cited statistical research 
to show, that there are inhe­ 


rited behavioral 
tendencies 
that might make some people 
commit a crime more often 
than someone else. But he 
said there is no specific gene 
that accounts for criminality. 
Rosenthal also said in a re­ 
port presented at the 139th 
annual meeting of the Ameri­ 
can Association for the Ad­ 
vancement of Science that it 
would be nonsense to think 
that a “ supposedly genetically 
loaded individual could not 
avoid his criminality.” 
Moreover, he said, most 
crime is the result of environ­ 


mental and psychological in­ 
fluences on a person and that 
“ s o c i o-cultural factors in 
modem society primarily un­ 
derline 
the 
great 
current 
crime wave.” 
As far as crime prevention 
is‘ concerned, Rosenthal said 
it might be possible to pro­ 
vide persons with hereditary 
tendencies toward crime with 
the kind of environment “ in 
which criminal behavior is 
neither gratified nor desi­ 
rable, and in which provoca­ 
tive factors are kept to a 
minimum.” 


He cited nine examples of 
i n h e r i t e d behavioral ten­ 
dencies which appear to be 
associated with criminality. 
For instance, he said, there 
has been a number of studies 
showing that criminals have a 
higher rate or brain abnorma­ 
lities, which often are inhe­ 
rited, than the population at 
large. 
And he said many criminals 
who have a low IQ, are easily 
led into crime. Such intelli­ 
gence traits are hereditary. 
“ Many crimes are com­ 
mitted by individuals who are 


psychotic or near psychotic,*' 
he said. “ We now have clear 
evidence that the major and 
most common psychoses are 
associated with some genetic 
factor. Therefore, such genes 
can indirectly contribute as 
well to criminality.” 
' Rosenthal also said that 
many crimes are committed 
under the influence of alcohol. 
He said many crimes are of 
a sexual nature and that 
some findings suggest that se­ 
xual disturbances, especially 
homosexuality may have have 
an inherited basis.

SEOUL (U PI) -President 
Park Chung-hee assumed of­ 
fice for another six years to- 
d a y under a 
constitution 
changed to allow his re lic­ 
tion with

office before about 3,000 per- 
so n s, thus returning the 
country to full constitutional 
rule. It was ruled by Park by 
decree after his declaration of 
nationwide martial law in Oc­ 
tober.

One afternoon during the 
late 1940’s, President Truman 
was scheduled to leave for a 
month’s stay at his favorite 
resort, Key West, Fla.

We found out later what 
h a p p e n e d . Truman had 
learned that one news pho­ 
tographer’s rotating tour of 
duty at the White House did 
not begin until midnight.

This was Harry S Truman 
who some of us assigned to 
the White House were fortu­ 
nate enough to know.

erate of the feelings and lives 
of others.

It was during the 1948 cam­

frightened him. 
It was at 
night, at a small town in 
Nebraska and a crowd clus­ 
tered around his railroad car. 
A man handed up a baby 
and Truman gingerly held the 
infant long enough for the 
father—and

phers—to snap a picture. At 
that moment, the train began 
to pull slowly out of town 
with Trum an still holding the 
baby. 


“Stop this damned train,” 
Truman said as panic spread 
across his face. “I’ve got so­ 
mebody’s baby.” 


The mother’s wail cut the 
darkness like a knife. Some 
people 
were 
roaring 
with 
laughter. The father was run­ 
ning beside the train. 
The train eased to a stop 
and a Secret Service agent 
quickly relieved Truman of 
his 
burden, 
returning 
the 
child to a now-smiling father. 


Truman told some of us 
next morning, 
“You 
smart 
alecs think you know every­ 
thing— well, did you know 


that baby was named after 
me—even before we got to 
town?” 
For all his public image as 
a devotee of poker and bour- 
b o n , 
T r u m a n 
was 
a 
square—even for his day. He 
was deeply devout, 
women 
were to be held in reverence 
and I never heard him tel! a 
dirty joke. 
He told jokes in small male 
groups, but he kept them well 
above the beltline. His jokes 
usually were of the Missouri 
barnyard variety—one mule 
in trouble with another, a far­ 
mer 
whose 
outhouse 
col­ 
lapsed. 


Some of the things he at­ 


tempted as President were 
far, far ahead of 
roughly 
similar ideas put forth by 
John F. Kennedy and Lyndon 


B. Johnson. 
It was Truman who fired 
the first tough civil rights leg­ 
islation at Congress. 
He proposed cutting off all 
federal funds for land grant

care.

Starting Jan. 1, U.S. work­ 
ers will have Social Security 
taxes taken from their pay­ 
checks at a new high rate of 
5.85 per cent. Employers will 
contribute a matching percen­ 
tage. Self-employed people co­ 
vered by the law will also 
pay a new high rate of 8 per 
cent. 
Furthermore, the tax base 
— the maximum amount of 
yearly earnings from which 
taxes are dedducted for So­ 
cial Security purposes — will 
rise in 1973 to a new peak of 
$10.800. 
The 1972 payroll tax rate is 
5.2 per cent, and the maxi­ 
mum taxable base $9,000. The 
self employed this year are 
paying at a 7.5 per cent rate. 
Somehow thé notion has 
gotten around that, had there 
been no Social Security legis­ 
lation in 1972, the taxes in 
1973 would be vitually un­ 
changed. The fact is that, un­ 
der 1967 amendments, a new 
payroll tax rate of 5.65 per 
cent would have applied in 
1973. That rate obviously is 
just a shade below the one 
that will take effect. No ad­ 
vance in the tax base had 
been scheduled beyond the 
$9,000 level.

In 
1973, this “maximum 
earner” will pay $631.80 with 
the new rate and base. But 
the “Median worker” — the 
man who stands right in the 
middle in the U.S. workers’ 
earnings scale — is estimated 
by governemtnt authorities as 
likely to pay $434.83 next 
year in Social Security levies 
— based on earnings figured 
at $7.433, well below the tax­ 
able maximum of $10.800. 
Obviously, half of U.S. work­ 
ers earn less than the median 
man, and half earn more 
Those above the maximum 
earnings (taxable) base are 
relatively modest in number. 
In 1974, when the tax rate 
will stay at 5.85 the maxi­ 
mum taxable base will ad­ 
vance to $12,000. By then, the 
“maximum earnings,” work­ 
er will have a yearly payroll 
deduction of $702. But, again, 
the median workers, more ty­ 
pical of U.S. earners, will not 
have improved his earnings 
enough to add more than 
about 520 to his tax for 1974. 
Of course, these taxes are 
not going to stop climbing in 
1974. The 1972 Social Security 
law fixed a rate increase 
schedule which will lift pay­ 
roll deductions from 5.85 to 
6.05 in 1978, to 6.15 in 1981, 
and to 6.25 in 1986, where it 
will stay until 1998. 


If you’ve read somewhere 
that 2011 the rate will rise in 
a firm 7.30 per cent, forget it. 
That’s not even a projection, 
but a kind of averaging of 
projections for a far-off pe­ 
riod. 
Most of the scheduled rate 
increases, 
incidentally, 
wil 
come from that part of the 
payroll deduction intended to 
cover expected rising costs of 
hospital insurance provided 
under Medfbare. Indeed, that 
portion of the tax covering re­ 
tirement, surviviors’ and dis­ 
ability benefits under Social 
Security actually will drop a 
fraction in 1978 and remain 
stable at that lower level 
through the year 2010. 
This leveling of roe strictly 
Social Security part of the tax 
is based on the expectation 
that the general earnings le­ 
vel of U.S. workers will rise 
steadily, permitting 
legally 
authorized periodic enlarge­ 
ments of the taxable base — 
which is presumed to provide 
adquate financing for periodic 
boosts in the basic benefits. 
This is one of the key “auto­ 
matic” features in the new 
law. But, naturally, it will 
mean higher and higher year­ 
ly 
payroll 
deductions 
for 
many people. By 1977, for in­ 
stance. the estimate for the 
tax base is $14,100. No hard 
figures go beyond that.

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care, whose prime purpose is 
helping the sick who are el­ 
derly, would not be damaged 
by the transfer. 
The pressures for broader 
health coverage are mounting 
steadily. Congress put some 
handwriting on the wall this 
year when, for the first time, 
it extended Medicare cove­ 
rage to persons under 65 — 
principally 1.7 million eligible 
disabled persons who happen 
to need a lot more hospital 
and doctor care than the gen­ 
eral population. 
History suggests that, when 
tentative fingers reach out 
this way, they often stretch 
f a r t h e r to become board 
trends. The need for better 
and more comprehensive care 
exists in this country. And it 
is either going to be met 
piece-meal, 
through 
patch­ 
work amendments like the 
one here mentioned, or dealt 
with on a massive basis. 
Should the latter, seemingly 
more sensible course be ta­ 
ken, the scope of health care 
will not be the only massive 
t h i n g . The cost will be 
enormous. 
Health specialists In Con­ 
gress accept judgments that 
the $57 billion price tag usual­ 
ly attached to Sen. Edward 
Kennedy’s 
comprehensive 
health bill (for fiscal 1974) is 
an accurate measure of its 
cost. Clearly, it would quickly 
rise well beyond that in later 
years. 
Since most Americans are 
accustomed these days to 
looking at multi-billion dollar 
figures, that may not stagger 
them much. What will get to 
them, in this time of revolt 
against taxes, is learning how 
board health care would be fi­ 
nanced under the Kennedy 
bill. 
It calls for adding another 
one per cent to the payroll 
deduction American workers 
already are feeling under So­ 
cial Security Medicare. In ad­ 
dition, their employers would 
pay an extra 3y3 per cent. 
G e n e r a l federal revenues 
would supply more funds. 
Already in the winks under 
1972 revisions, of course, is a 
new and slowly rising tax 
rate schedule for existing So­ 
cial Security Medicare payroll 
deductions, and the propsect 
of steady enlargement of the 
m a x i m u m tax base (the 
amount of yearly earnings 
from which the tax is taken). 
Some of this latter increase is 
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scheduled, some merely pro­ 
jected but established as cer­ 
tain to come under the new 
law. 
A new add on for general 
health care could meet stiff 
resistance. People desperate­ 
ly want the .care, but they 
don’t like to see the bills, es­ 
pecially when they come in 
the form of taxes — and 
taxes taken from their pay­ 
checks. 
D e f e n d e r s o f sweeping 
plans like Kennedy’s (it is 
used here because less com­ 
prehensive plans may not sat­ 
isfy most Americans), says 
the American citizen in 1971 


spent $75 billion altogether on 
health care and will spend 
more in 1972, with $105 billion 
a likely 1974 total. Some $20 
billion in 1971 went for pri­ 
vate health insurance plans. 
So, say these defenders, 
what would happen under 
broad public coverage would 
largely be a transfer from 
private to public expendi­ 
tures, with the citzens* pay­ 
ments made in taxes rather 
than premiums. No one can 
guess whether that argument 
will wash when 
the

“ I have been building car 
bodies with various engines 
as a hobby for four years,” 
said Suthiparn.

The Doctor Comments 
Too Much Vitamin A Can Have Bad Effect 


By LAWRENCE LAMB, M.D. 
DEAR DR. LAMB - Have 
you any Information on the 
value of Vitamin A in con­ 
trolling oily skin and hair 
condition? 
I have been taking three 
25,000 unit vitamin A capsules 
a day (not by a doctor’s pres­ 
cription) and in two week’s 
time this has greatly decr­ 
eased the oily condition of my 
skin. 
Are "there any dangers or 
side effers from taking this 
vitamin A? 
Dear Reader — Some doc­ 
tors have reported good re­ 
sults m using vitamin A for 


skin conditions such as you 
describe, 
although there 
is 
not unanimous opinion about 
its use. 
W i t h i n limited amounts 
vitamin A is not harmful, but 
in excess quantities, it can be 
dangerous. The American Me­ 
dical A ssn .’s view on this as 
expressed in their 1971 drug 
evaluations is “there is no 
satisfactory evidence that any 
additional benefits can In» ob­ 
tained from daily doses about 
25.000 IU.” Infants and young 
children an» more apt to have 
toxic reactions to vitamin A 
than adults. T ow 
reactions 
have been noted in infants 


less than three months of age, 
when they have been given as 
little as 18,500 IU a day. 
Indications of vitamin A to­ 
xicity include loss of appetite, 
weight loss, itching of the rec­ 
tum, cracked and 
bleeding 
lips, fatigue, 
abominal dis­ 
comfort, bone and joint pain, 
symptoms representative of 
brain tumor, 
loss of hair, 
brittle nails, 
insomnia 
and 
mentrual 
irregularities. 
Oc­ 
casionally someone takes a 
large amount o; vitamin A 
ovtv a period of time and dc 
volops symptoms so similar 
to brain tumor that the doc­ 
tors max think that is what 


the patient has, from all the 
different tests, unless they 
find out that the patient has 
been popping vitamin A tab­ 
lets regularly. 
In view of these known tox­ 
ic effects from vitamin A and 
the lack of any evidence that 
you get any additional benefit 
beyond 25,000 units, it seems 
to mo you would be much wi­ 
ser to limit your intake to 25,- 
000 units daily as a maximum 
desage 
and 
you 
probably 
don ? need that much. 
The recommended daily al- 
lewaive of vitamin A is about 
5,000 units in adults and less 
n children and infants. Of 


course Initially 
you 
might 
need to take more if you have 
a true vitamin A deficiency, 
for example up to 25,000 IU 
daily. Once the initial defi­ 
ciency has been 
corrected, 
there is very little reason to 
take more than 5,000 units a 
day. 
Naturally preformed vita­ 
min A is found in dairy pro­ 
ducts and meat. Most milk 
commercially distributed is 
already fortified with vitamin 
A. Green and yellow vege­ 
tables such as spinach and 
carrots are particuarly good 
sources of material that the 
body uses 
to 
manufacture 
vitamin A. A person who eats 
a lot of yellow and green 
vegetables is not likey to be 
deficient in vitamn A unless 
he h is some other defect in 
the digestive system. Inciden­ 


tally, you can eat all of thi 


green and yellow vegetable» 
you want and never get vita­ 
min A toxicity because the 
process of converting the sub­ 


stance in these vegetables to 
vitamin A in the body is so 
slow 
that 
it 
won't 
allow 
enough vitamin A to accumu­ 
late to cause toxicity. 


There is an optional amount 
of almost anything. Too little 
or too much can both be har­ 
mful.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - If 
you scratch official Washing­ 
ton these days, the "ouch” 
will frequently have a Texas 
drawl. It’s nothing like when 
LBJ ran the show, but sever­ 
al Texans are in high Wash­ 
ington jobs, particularly on 
Capitol Hill. 
Although no Texan holds a 
job in the traditional Cabinet, 
President Nixon has named 
Anne Armstrong 
a special 
c o u n s e l l o r in the White 
House, with Cabinet rank. 
Mrs. Armstrong, wife of a 
Texas 
rancher, 
has 
been 
cochairman of the Republican 
Party. Her White House job 
marks the first time a woman 
has held Cabinet rank since 
a n o t h e r Texan, publisher 
Oveta Culp Hobby of Houston, 
was secretary of Health, Edu­ 
cation 
and 
Welfare 
under 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. 
I f 
Nixon’s appointments 
subject to congressional ap­ 
proval go through, the deputy 
secretary of defense will be 
William P. Cements, a Dal­ 
las oilman. 
John Connally, Navy secret­ 
ary under John Kennedy and 
for a while Treasury secret­ 
ary under Nixon, remains in 
a special advisory status with 
Nixon, and the President says 
he will be using Connally 
from time to time for special 
projects. 
Both major national politic­ 
al parties have Texans at 
their head: George Bush of 
Houston at the GOP and Rob­ 
ert Strauss of Dallas with the 
Democrats. Bush was once a 
House member from Texas 
and most recently U.S. am­ 
bassador to the United Na­ 
tions. Strauss is a former 
treasurer of the Democratic 
party. 
In the Capitol, the seniority 
system has given Texas some 
important leverage. 
George

NEW YORK (UPI)—With 
Gloria Steinem running inter­ 
ference and George Plimpton 
steering a 
gaily decorated 
yellow and red pushcart down 
f ifth Avenue, some of the 
country’s better known au­ 
thors attempted to hawk their 
wares Saturday like typical 
New York street peddlers. 
P l i m p t o n pushed the 
book-laden cart about three 
hlocks in a nasty, annoying 
rain, before the police entered 
the scene and ordered the au­ 
thors to give up their quest. 
The writers were protesting 
wnat they claimed is inade­ 
quate handling of their books 
by the big publishing houses 
m town. 
They attempted to sell their 
works to demonstrate their

The only problem with the 
scheme was that the weather 
refused to cooperate and very 
fe w p o t e n t i a l customers 
showed up at the comer of 
Fifth Avenue and 60th Street 
to browse through the pile of 
books on the cart. 
Plimpton told the comer 
gathering — which included 
Merle Miller, Marvin Kitman 
a n d I s a a c Asimov-"this 
weather suggests the despair 
of the authors. 1 can’t ima­ 
gine that in an age of compu­ 
ters, the publishers can’t get 
books to the public.” 


'Peanuts’ Hardly W ord for Price Support Program

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WASHINGTON (UPI) - Use 
of the word "peanut” as a 
synonym for small is becom­ 
ing a sour joke to the admin­ 
istration. 
The cost of the government 
price support program for 
peanuts —the kind you eat — 
has climbed out of the “pea­ 
nut” class. And according to 
a recently published govern­ 
ment study, costs will contin­ 
ue marching up indefinitely 
unless Congress amends the 
current peanut support law. 


From $17 million in 1960, 
the Agriculture Department’s 
peanut program costs rose to 
$44 million in 1965 and $86 
million in 1970. This year 
costs are forecast at $105 mil­ 
lion, and the recent study 
predicts they will hit $200 mil­ 
lion by 1980 and $300 million 
by 1985. 
Department officials said no 
final decision has been made 
on whether the administration 
will formally ask Congress 
next year to revise the law 


which locks in growing costs 
by a combination of minimum 
acreage allotment and sup­ 
port 
guarantees. 
But 
con­ 
gressional sources said they 
expected moves from —or 
backed by — the 
admin­ 
istration to put a lid on the 
rising peanut costs. 
Under existing law, growers 
are guaranteed price supports 
at a minimum of 75 per cent 
of the "fair earning power” 
parity price on a minimum 
national planting allotment of 


1.6 million acres as long as 
they continue to accept feder­ 
al production controls. 
These twin guarantees con­ 
tain two built-in cost escala­ 
tors. 
First —with the minimum 
planting allotment in effect, 
fanners have been steadily 
b o o s t i n g per-acre yields. 
These have gone from 1,232 
pounds an acre in 1960 to an 
estimated 2,209 pounds this 
year, 
thus 
increasing 
the 


amount of peanuts eligible for 
support. By 1985, experts esti­ 
mate the yield will be up to 
3,000 pounds. 
Second —the 75 per cent of 
p a r i t y minimum support 
means the actual dollars-and- 
cents support price is moved 
up steadily, since parity is 
based on farm costs which 
have escalated in r e c e n t 
years and promise to keep 
rising in the future. From 
$193.50 per ton in 1959, the 
support price has risen to 


$285 in 1972 and could reach 
$500 by 1985, expert* eMl* 
mate. 
Peanuts taken over by the 
government under the support 
program are crushed Into oil 
and meal and sold at low 
prices, or exported at prices 
sharply below the domestic 
support. The Agriculture De­ 
partment normally sells pea­ 
nuts for oil-meal crushing at 
less than half the support 
pri^p raid to

Nutrition Labeling To Be Fact in 1973 


Another new phrase created 
by consumerism is “nutrition- 
aï information labeling.” For 
years influential groups have 
been demanding the nutrition­ 
al facts about a food product 
on the label. 


,fNow, in 1973, we are goint 
to see it become a fact,” 
predicts Dr. David L. Call, 
professor of food economics 
at 
the 
Cornell 
University 
Graduate School of Nutrition. 


“Consumer surveys show a 
definite need for it. Only a 
small percentage, 
perhaps, 
but a passionate and knowing 
percentage of people 
cur­ 
rently demand such labeling. 
They believe in scheme-? for 
printing nutritional informa­ 
tion on food labels. And I as­ 
sure you that in 1973 they are 
going to get their desire. If?

will be the year of nutritional 
food labeling,” he asserts. 


The Food and Drug Admin­ 
istration has issued various 
tentative regulations on nut­ 
rient labeling. The final one, 
adjusted to certain criticism, 
can be expected early in 1973. 
A few major food firms have 
voluntarily started their nutri­ 
tional labeling programs. 


“Not only nutritional label­ 
ing but also a nutritional guide 
are ahead.” Dr. Call says. 
“Within a year you also are 
going to see faf? labeling by 
fatty acid content. You will fi­ 
nally see cholesterol labels on 
food.” 


He adds, “We shall see a 
new set of regulations refer- 
ing to special dietary foods, 
such as labeling of low-calorie

products and vitamin and 
mineral tablets. 


“We are also going to have 
nutritional guidelines. Firsf?, I 
expect them for frozen din­ 
ners. The label will likely be 
an establishment of a ba­ 
lanced nutrient approach, so­ 
mething like an F.D.A. seal 
of approval that the dinner is 
nutritiously balanced. There 
probably also will be guide­ 
lines on main entrees like 
canned beef stew. Some also 
for breakfast cereals. Also 
probably on the vitamin C en­ 
riched breakfast drinks. 
“Within a year, probably 


much sooner, you will see a 
final regulation on nutritional 
labeling of foods. I'm pretty 
sure it will be voluntary. It 
will probably come pretty 
close to the way it was prop­ 


osed by the F.D.A. The main 
reference will be a per cent 
of the ^Recommended Dietary 
Allowance.” 


The per cent will be an av­ 
erage serving. In addition to 
showing the fat, protein and 
carbohydrate values, the label 
will have to show the seven 
basic nutrients, if they are 
present. 
Dr. Call recently conducted 
surveys in Washington, Bos­ 
ton and Chicago on on custo­ 
mers’ reaction to nutrition 
labeing. 
“Our indication is that con­ 
sumers are ready for the in­ 
formation. Over a period of 
time, in most chain stores 
where it was tested, the use 
o f n u t r i e n t labeling im­ 
proved,” the Cornell scientist 
reports.

Always Read Labels 


Prepackaged meat items of­ 
fer a distinct advantage to to­ 
day’s 
consumer 
— 
every 
package has a label which 
fully describes the product. 
The best way to find out what 
is In the product is to read 
the label. 
The United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture requires 
that each label carry the pro­ 
duct name, a list of ing­ 
redients, the net weight, the 
name and address of the 
manufacturer or distributor, 
and the legend and the num­ 
ber of the federally inspected 
plant. The label also may 
contain special handling in­ 
structions. 
The product name such as 
“ bam,” 
“ bacon” 
or 
“bo­ 
logna” appears prominently 
in bold type. A qualifying 
statement may sometimes fol­ 
low to keep it from being 
misleading. For example, the 
name German might be ap­ 
plied to a product and as­ 
sumed by the consumer to 
bo produced in Germany. In 
suoh an instance the product 
label would have to read 
•‘ G e r m a n Brand Bologna, 
Made in Ohio,” rather than 
“ German Bologna.” 
Some products contain an 
extender such as non-fat dry 
milk, cereal or soy protein. 
Each of these 
wholesome, 
less-costly ingredients must 
be specifically identified in a 
p r o m i n e n t manner, con­ 
tiguous to the product name, 


with a statement such as 
“ nonfat dry 
milk 
added.” 
Usually, these products are 
less expensive. 
These and all other ing­ 
redients used in the product 
are listed in descending order 
of predominance in the ing­ 
redient statement regardless 
of how minute the quantities, 
except spices or extracts of 
spices, which are grouped 
and listed as flavorings. 
The net weight statement 
must list in pounds or ounces 
or both the amount of the 
product in the package. 
Each package also carries 
the round stamp that says 
“ federally inspected and pas­ 
sed.” This is assurance that 
the product was produced un­ 
der sanitary conditions and is 
wholesome. The number as­ 
signed to the firm processing 
the product appears within 
the round stamp on the label. 
The 
processor’s 
or 
dis­ 
tributor’s name, city, state 
and zip code will also appear. 
Products that require spe­ 
cial 
handling 
to 
maintain 
t h e i r wholesome condition 
carry 
statements 
such 
as 
“ Keep Frozen” or “ Keep Ref­ 
rigerated.” 
In most stores, the meat 
man is available to answer 
questions about meat and 
meat products. If he does not 
know, the consumer should 
write the manufacturer whose 
name and address is on the 
label. 


Pull Date Is Help 
To Alert Shopper 


•'Consumerism is a relative­ 
ly new household word. It 
means a demand by con­ 
sumers for quality, integrity 
and communication in the 
market place,” according to 
Eileeen Taylor, social science 
a n a l y s t of the Economic 
Research Service, U.S. Dept, 
of Agriculture. 
“ We are hearing more ot 
a n o t h e r new consumerism 
phrase — ‘open dating.* In 
the food industry there are 
four kinds of dates but the 
particular one of prime inter­ 
est now is called the ‘pull 
date.”

day a retail store may otfer 
the food for sale. It is de­ 
signed, however, to allow the 
c o n s u m e r a 
reasonable 
amount of time to store and 
use the product at home even 
though she bought it on the 
‘pull date’,” she adds. 
The processor of the food, 
based on his knowledge of his 
products, their shelf life and 
his knowledge ot the con­ 
sumer’s habits, must be the 
one to determine how long the 
product should be offered for 
sale and how' much home sto­ 
rage time to allow’. 
For most food temperature 
is a far more important qual­ 
ity determinant than simply 
elapsed time. Food experts 
point out shelf life of a pro­ 
duct. for example, can be 
reasonably determined only if 
the product is kept at the cor­ 
rect temperature. If the pro­ 
duct is mishandled it will lose 
quality rapidly. 
The phrase “ open dating” 
generally refers to any date 
on a packaged food product 
that can be read and unders­ 
tood by the shopper. It may 
be shown as a combination of 
letters and numbers — Feb. 
23, or in numbers only -2-23 
or 02-23. It may or may not 
include the year. With the 
“ pull date” this represents 
the exact date the product 
must be removed from the 
shelves. 
This is one industry step to­ 
ward communication, an at­ 
tempt to establish between 
store and shopper a sense of 
integrity. Yet the public has 
not yet caught on generally. 
Many people have only a con­ 
fused idea of what it means. 
Some of the answers from 
among a 
wide variety of 
shoppers in different cities to 
the question, “ Exactly what 
does the pul! date mean to 
you?” were: 
The date tells either how 
fre?h an it»*m is or just that it 
is fresh. 
The date indicates the end 
ot the product’s useable life. 
ft represents date of manu- 
facturers packaging or deliv­ 
ery They believed this even 
though all products in the 
store carried a future date. 
Unfortunately, onlv about 20 
per rent of the shoppers inter­ 
viewed gave the correct an­ 
swer. Tt is time, therefore, for 
new emphasis among con­ 
sumer groups for an educa­ 
tion drive. “ Full dates” offer 
the shopner an advantage. 
Studies show' that not enough 
women know' about their ad­ 
vantages or are using them 
prooeriv. A certain mood of 
indifference seems common.

Chicken and turkey are low 
cost meat alternates that are 
not only good to eat but nut­ 
ritious, too. Both are excel­ 
lent sources of protein, and 
also provide iron, thiamine, 
riboflavin, and niacin. 
An average serving of chi­ 
cken or poultry contains fe­ 
wer calories than an average 
serving of most meats. 
To help you buy, here are 
some things to look for on 
poultry labels. A sign of safe­ 
ty is the round inspection 
m a r k s meaning that the 
poultry has been inspected for 
wholesomeness by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture. 
T h e shield-shaped mark 
shows that the poultry has 
been graded for quality by a 
federal-state grader. 
Labels show the age of the 
bird. Young chickens are la­ 
beled fryer, broiler, roaster,

A good nutritional founda­ 
tion is provided when two 
servings of meat, two serv­ 
ings of milk, four or more 
servings of fruits and vege­ 
tables, and four or more serv­ 
ings of bread and cereal are 
eaten each day. 
To adapt the Basic 4 to the 
low-fat, low-cholesterol diet, 
try these modifications. 
Use skim or low-fat milk, 
low-fat cheese and other low- 
fat dairy products.

Are “ natural” vitamins re 
ally what they claim to be? A 
Berkeley pharmacist recently 
visited several manufacturer! 
of “ natural” vitamins. He re­ 
ports in the Journal ot Nutri­ 
tion Education that products 
labeled “ natural" or “organ­ 
ic” were not really what ha 
had imagined those terms to 
indicate. 
For example, 
he 
found 
“ Rose Hips Vitamin C Tab- , 
lets” to be made from natural 
rose hips and combined with 
chemical ascorbic acid. Che­ 
mical ascorbic acid Is the 
same vitamin C used in “ Syn­ 
thetic” tablets. 
Would you have guessed 
that the amount ot vitamin C 
coming from rose hips was 
only a tiny fraction ot the 
chemical amount? 
Another example was the 
discovery that the B vitamins 
were mostly synthetic che­ 
micals added to yeast and 
other natural bases. Vitamin 
E products ora derived from 
many natural sources. But 
chemicals ore often used to 
concentrating the vitamin to 
pill form. 
The lack of legal definitions 
for “ natural” and “Organic” 
is part of the problem. Both 
of these terms have many 
meanings. 
Since “ natural” vitamins 
often sett at a higher price, 
be sure to read the labals 
carefully. Know what you are 
paying for and do some com­ 
parison shopping

Comes From 
Madagascar 


What could be more all 
American than vanilla ice 
cream? Yet, if It’s real va­ 
nilla it actually gets its start 
in exotic Madagascar, source 
of almost all natural vanilla. 
Madagascar, 
the 
world’s 
fourth largest island, extends 
along the eastern coast of Af­ 
rica. If this land were super­ 
imposed on the map of the 
U n i t e d States, it would 
stretch 
almost 
from 
New 
York to Miami, with an aver­ 
age width of about 250 miles. 
Madagascar and the nearby 
islands of Reunion and The 
Comores have exactly the 
right tropical growing con­ 
ditions and a manpower force 
of about 200,000 men, women 
and children to handle all the 
work involved in growing and 
curing 90 per cent of the 
world’s vanilla crop. In the 
United States alone we con­ 
sume 
1,900,000 
pounds 
of 
cured beans a treasure worth 
*11,400,000. While much artifi­ 
cial vanilla is used in this 
country today, the real va­ 
nilla is still the hallmark of 
truly fine ice creams, can­ 
dies, baked goods and other 
vanilla flavored products. 
Vanilla comes from an or­ 
chid which bears clusters of 
delicate white and lemon-yel­ 
low flowers, scentless while 
blooming. If properly polli­ 
nated, however, the flower 
forms a fruit looking someth­ 
ing like a big string bean. 
This bean, at picking, is still 
scentless. It takes months of 
elaborate curing — alternate 
“sweating” at night in blan­ 
kets and exposure to the tro­ 
pical sun. 
Most of the 1,900,000 pounds 
of cured vanilla beans we im­ 
port are used in making pure 
vanilla extract. This process 
is a good deal like percolating 
coffee, but a much fussier 
operation. First the beans are 
chopped finely. Then they are 
place In large stainless steel 
baskets. A mixture of about 
2-3rd water and l-3rd alcohol, 
well below simmering tem­ 
perature, is pumped through 
the chopped beans to extract 
the flavor. The newly perco­ 
lated extract is then aged for 
some time before it is bottled 
for use in America’s favorite

creams,

foods,

I wanted a perfect mar­ 
riage and family life — now I 
seem to have everything to 
make this happen but it’s 
driving me crazy. First of all, 
my baby doesn’t,seem to en­ 
joy eating — which is a real 
problem. My husband and I 
both like tidiness so I have to 
spend a lot of time cleaning 
the house and there’s just not 
enough time to take care of a 
crying baby who won’t eat, to 
keep the house looking decent 
a n d to 
prepare 
first-rate 
meals for my husband. — 
L. *J. 
Dear L. J.: You want a 
perfect marriage, but perfec­ 
tion doesn’t really exist. Con­ 
stant striving for it may only 
make your child neurotic, and 
it is obviously placing you 
and your marriage under a 
great strain. 


The house doesn’t need to 
be spotless and you shouldn’t 
expect it to be. It is more im­ 
portant that you have some 
relaxed time with your child 
than to have an immaculate 
house or to serve your hus­ 
band gourmet meals. 
Children quickly react to 
tension in their parents and 
this is a common cause for a 
child’s refusal to eat. 
Often babies refuse food 
when fed by mothers who are 
anxious and in a state of con­ 
flict, but will accept it when* 
fed by a calm ami relaxed 
person. 
Dr. Rhoda Lorand, a child 
psychologist, reports that a 
child’s ability to eat and his 
response to feeding are great­ 
ly influenced by the emotional 
tone of the person holding 
him and feeding him. 
Being 
a 
perfectionist 
is 
hard on the individual who 
sets* such high standards for 


enjoy the times when you’re 
with your child, especially 
when he’s eating*. For the 
child, pleasure in eating is 
identical with pleasure in liv­ 
ing and in loving. Eating is 
an emotional experience and 
for the infant food is love. 
Sometimes, women with a 
compulsion to keep the house 
spotless are hiding deeper 
problems. Dr. Fred Charatan, 
who treats many suburban 
housewives, says the causes 
of compulsive cleaning often 
go back to a childhood desire 
to be messy.

Strip Mining Faces New 
Assault in 73 Congress 


World of Animals 
Dietary Deprivation Can Affect Behavior 


WASHINGTON, D C. (U P I) 
—Strip mining —which has 
devastated much of Appa­ 
lachia 
and 
now 
threatens 
western coalfields — faces re­ 
newed and strengthened oppo­ 
sition when the new session of 
Congress opens next week. 
Although House-passed an­ 
tistrip mining legislation died 
in the waning days of the last 
session, it received impetus 
from Senate Democratic Lea­ 
der Mike Mansfield, who in­ 
cluded it on his list of must 
legislation for next year. 
Strip mining occurs when 
topsoil is scraped away by 
bulldozers to expose coal and 
other minerals for extrac­ 
tion. 
The process is now the prin­ 
cipal 
means 
of extracting 
coal, taking over from un­ 
derground mining in 1971. 
Although coal reserves have 
been partially depleted in the j 
Appalachian Mountains, vast 
reserves remain untouched in 
North 
and 
South 
Dakota, 
Montana and Wyoming and in 
the com belt. 
Indication of the intense in­ 
terest in getting a bill to 
President Nixon early in the | 
93rd Congress, and in setting 
the Senate as the primary 
battleground, 
came 
in 
a 
series of actions since the last 
Congress adjourned. 
Mansfield, along with Sens. 
Frank Moss, D-Utah, and Lee 
Metcalf, D-Mont., responded 
sharply to a Nov. 22 letter 
from Interior Secretary Ro­ 
gers C.B. Morton. In the let- j 
ter, Morton attacked a pen­ 
ding “ Sense of the Senate” ; 
resolution calling for a mora­ 
torium on leasing of federal 
land in Montana for strip 
mining until a federal law is 
passed. 
“ ..It would be unwise to 
declare a moratorium on all 
leasing when there is con­ 
tinuing need for coal, and 
such a constraint would sim­ 
ply ¿lift operation to private 
lands which are not subject to j 
federal regulations,” Morton 
•aid. 
The three senators called 
Menton's statement an “ arro- 
g a n c e of 
the 
executive 
branch” and chastized him 
for his assurances that the In- 
t o r i o r Department would 
safeguard the land against 
abuses. 
“ Hour reliance upon the re­ 
gulations of the department to 
do a *proper job’ as you put it 
to *guarantee environmentally 
acceptable mining’ is not sup- 
p o r t e d by actual perfor­ 
mance,” they said, citing a 
G e n e r a l Accounting Office 
(GAO) report which said such 
enforcement was lax. 
While Mansfield, Moss and 
Metcalfe appeared upset over 
lack of executive action to 
halt abuses, they were unable 
to bring to the floor a strong 
bill which passed the House 
on Oct. 11 by a suprisingly 
strong 265 to 75. 
That bill would have given 
the Interior Department the 
power ?o ban strip mining in 
areas it deemed unsuitable 
for reclamation; 
prohibited 
such mining on slopes of 
more than 20 degrees unless 
the operator could prove in 
advance that he could do ac­ 
ceptable reclaiming; and au­ 
thorized the secretary to issue 
regulations to prevent crea­ 
tion of “ spoilbanks” on a 
dowr.slope above 14 degrees. 
The latter two provisions 
were particularly upsetting to 
coal operator lobbyists, who 
claimed it would shut the in­ 
dustry down in Appalachia.

building their reserves now 
by feeding them top quality

protein,

from a bit of egg yolk to cot­ 
tage cheese and by supplying 
vitamins and, especially, min­ 
erals. This doesn’t necessarily 
mean 
increasing 
the total 
amount of food. You don’t 


want to get them fat. To help 
prevent this and to help them 
gradually get in top shape 
generally, encourage them to 
exercise by giving them room 
for it, preferably in a flight 
cage.
